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REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  tho  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Girard  College  for 
Orphans,  respectfully  present  their  twenty-first  annual 
report. 

The  history  of  the  College  during  the  year  1S68, 
affords  encouragement  to  the  Board  of  Directors  and 
to  the  Officers  of  instruction  and  government,  and  we 
believe  that  it  will  satisfy  the  just  expectations  of  your 
Honorable  Bodies,  and  of  the  public.  About  five 
hundred  orphans  have  received  abundant  and  whole¬ 
some  food,  decent  and  comfortable  clothing,  healthful 
recreation  in  the  open  air,  and  instruction  in  such 
branches  of  useful  learning  as  were  suited  to  their 
ages  and  mental  capabilities.  The  instructors  and 
teachers  have  taken  “pains  to  instill  into  the  minds  of 
the  scholars  the  purest  principles  of  morality,”  and  by 
every  proper  means  have  formed  and  fostered  in  them  a 
strong  attachment  to  our  republican  institutions.  The 
Board  has  kept  steadily  in  view  the  important  objects 
which  the  Founder  of  the  College  designed  to  promote, 
to  place  the  orphans  under  its  charge,  by  the  early 
cultivation  of  their  minds  and  the  development  of  their 
moral  principles,  above  the  temptations  to  which  they 
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would  otherwise  be  exposed,  and  to  prepare  them  for 
the  intelligent  performance  of  their  duties,  and  the 
rational  enjoyment  of  their  rights  as  citizens  of  a  free 
self-governing  republic. 

In  order  to  set  in  a  clear  light  the  internal  economy 
and  administration  of  the  College,  we  propose  to  ex¬ 
plain  consecutively  the  method  and  operation  of  its 
several  departments  at  this  time. 

The  Board  of  Directors  is  the  agent  of  the  Councils 
of  Philadelphia,  appointed  to  carry  out  the  instructions 
contained  in  the  ordinances  and  resolutions  which 
express  the  will  of  the  Trustee  as  to  the  organization, 
management  and  support  of  the  College.  The  Board 
makes  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  the  institution,  elects  the  President  and  other 
officers,  professors  and  teachers,  and  prescribes  their 
duties;  and  through  its  Committees  on  Household,  In¬ 
struction,  Accounts,  Estimates,  Admission,  Discipline 
and  Discharge,  Manual  Labor,  Library,  Hospital  and 
Property,  exercises  a  constant  and  careful  supervision 
of  all  divisions  of  the  work. 

The  Officers  of  Government  and  Instruction  form 
the  executive  department,  and  consist  of  a  President, 
six  Professors,  eleven  Teachers,  a  Librarian  and 
Superintendent  of  binding  out,  a  Superintendent  of 
manual  labor,  a  Steward,  Matron,  Dentist,  two  Physi¬ 
cians,  five  Prefects  and  five  Governesses,  to  all  of  whom 
are  assigned  appropriate  and  responsible  duties. 

The  following  changes  in  the  corps  of  officers  have 
been  made  during  the  year.  The  number  of  Govern¬ 
esses  has  been  reduced  from  six  to  five,  by  the  resigna¬ 
tion  of  Mrs.  R.  Scott,  and  the  number  of  Prefects  in-

creased  from  four  to  five,  by  the  appointment  of  Wm. 
H.  Billings.  Wm.  H.  Kilpatrick  has  been  appointed 
Prefect,  on  trial,  in  place  of  Jno.  O.  Cope,  and  George 
F.  Bishop,  Professor  of  Vocal  Music,  in  the  place  of 
Wm  G.  Fischer,  resigned. 

ADMISSION. 

Applications  for  the  admission  of  orphans  are  made 
by  their  mothers  or  next  friends,  and  received  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  College,  at  No.  19  South  Fifth  Street, 
on  the  First  Monday  of  every  month.  None  but  poor, 
white,  male  orphans  between  the  ages  of  six  and  ten 
years  are  eligible.  Every  applicant  must  produce 
satisfactory  evidence  of  the  marriage  of  the  parents, 
the  date  and  place  of  the  orphan’s  birth,  the  death  of 
his  father,  and  the  want  of  means  for  his  support  A 
list  is  made  of  all  applications  which  are  received  in 
the  order  of  their  dates,  and  when  vacancies  occur, 
the  applicants  are  notified  in  the  same  order  to  bring 
forward  their  orphans  for  examination.  This  order 
is  never  departed  from,  nor  will  the  importunities  of 
friends,  nor  the  influence  of  interested  parties  cause 
any  deviation  from  it.  But  by  the  provisions  of  Mr. 
Girard’s  Will,  orphans  born  between  Vine  and  South 
Streets,  and  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill 
Rivers,  must  be  admitted  before  those  who  were  born 
in  other  parts  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and  State 
of  Pennsylvania. 

The  examination  is  made  by  the  Committee  on  Ad¬ 
mission,  assisted  by  a  Physician,  to  ascertain  whether 
the  orphan  is  free  from  disease,  and  whether  he  has  a 
mind  capable  of  profiting  by  the  instructions  given  in 
the  College.  If  the  Committee  are  satisfied  with  the 
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examination,  and  believe  that  neither  the  orphan,  nor 
those  who  arc  legally  responsible  for  his  maintenance, 
have  means  to  support  him,  they  recommend  him  to 
the  Board  of  Directors  as  a  suitable  candidate  for  the 
benefits  of  the  College.  But  previous  to  his  admis¬ 
sion  lie  must  be  bound  by  indenture  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  until  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  The 
indentures  having  been  signed,  he  receives  from  the 
Secretary  a  certificate  of  admission,  directed  to  the 
President  of  the  College,  on  presentation  of  which  he 
is  received  and  registered  as  a  pupil. 

Eighty  orphans  have  been  admitted  since  our  last 
report,  and  sixty-seven  have  been  indentured  and  dis¬ 
charged.  The  present  number  is  five  hundred  and  ten. 
In  a  few  days  ten  more  will  be  admitted,  and  all  vacan¬ 
cies  lilted. 

MAINTENANCE. 

The  care  of  the  pupils,  when  they  arc  not  in  the 
schools,  is  confided  to  the  Prefects  and  Governesses, 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  President  and  Matron. 
It  is  the  duty  of  these  officers  to  regulate  the  physical 
exercises  and  recreations  of  the  orphans;  to  sec  that 
their  persons  arc  kept  clean  and  their  clothing  whole 
and  neat ;  to  preserve  order  in  their  section-rooms, 
lavatories,  refectories  and  dormitories ;  to  supervise 
their  habits,  manners  and  morals ;  and  to  preside  over 
their  bildc  classes  on  Sundays. 

The  pupils  are  divided  into  ten  divisions,  culled  sec¬ 
tions,  live  of  which,  composed  of  boys  undor  twelve 
years  of  ago,  are  placed  in  charge  of  Governesses,  and 
live,  composed  of  the  older  boys,  aro  under  Prefects. 
Sixty-four  boys  make  a  full  section  for  a  Profect,  and 
forty  for  a  Governess.  Throe  hours  daily  are  given 
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for  recreation  from  October  to  April,  and  four  hours 
from  April  to  October.  This  time  is  spent  by  the 
pupils  on  the  play-grounds, except  in  inclement  weather, 
when  they  are  sheltered  in  their  section-rooms.  The 
evenings  are  spent  in  the  section-rooms,  where  lessons 
are  prepared  for  the  next  day,  and  after  the  hour  of 
study,  the  hoys  are  permitted  to  read  entertaining  and 
instructive  books,  or  listen  to  the  reading  of  their 
Prefects  and  Governesses,  or  engage  in  innocent  games 
and  other  amusements.  The  sections  of  the  Govern¬ 
esses  retire  to  their  dormitories  at  eight  o’clock,  three 
of  the  Prefects’  sections  at  half-past  eight,  and  two 
sections  of  the  oldest  boys,  at  nine.  All  rise  at  six 
o’clock,  except  from  the  middle  of  November  to  the 
first  of  February,  when  they  rise  at  half-past  six. 

The  dormitories  are  of  different  sizes,  containing 
from  five  to  twenty  single  beds.  The  section  officers 
occupy  chambers  contiguous  to  the  dormitories  of  their 
sections,  to  prevent  disorders  and  attend  to  any  pupil 
who  may  become  ill  during  the  night. 

As  soon  as  the  boys  are  dressed  in  the  morning,  they 
proceed  to  their  lavatories  in  regular  order,  each  sec 
tion  with  its  proper  officer. 

Breakfast  is  served  at  seven  o’clock  in  winter,  and 
at  half-past  six  at  other  seasons ;  dinner  at  half-past 
twelve,  and  supper  at  six.  Half  an  hour  is  allowed  for 
each  meal.  The  bill  of  fare  is  prescribed  by  the  Phy¬ 
sicians,  for  each  day  of  the  week. 

The  clothing  is  made  in  the  style  prevailing  at  the 
time,  no  uniform  or  distinctive  dress  being  permitted. 
Every  boy  has  a  suit  for  Sundays  and  holidays,  in 
addition  to  his  common  or  daily  wear. 
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Bath  tubs  supplied  with  warm  and  cold  water  are 
provided,  in  which  all  the  boys  are  required  to  bathe 
twice  every  week.  A  natatory  in  which  they  may 
learn  to  swim,  is  greatly  needed,  and  the  Board  are 
gratified  that  Councils  have  appropriated  a  liberal  sum 
for  this  improvement.  It  will  be  a  valuable  means  of 
recreation,  comfort  and  health. 

A  spacious  Infirmary,  well  warmed  and  ventilated, 
and  provided  with  all  needful  appliances,  is  under  the 
care  of  a  kind  and  intelligent  nurse.  To  this  building 
the  sick  are  conveyed,  and  receive  medical  treatment 
from  the  physicians,  one  of  whom  visits  the  infirmary 
daily.  During  the  past  year  the  health  of  the  pupils 
has  been  remarkably  good ;  no  death  has  occurred 
among  them,  and  only  three  or  four  cases  of  severe 
illness. 

The  orphans  have  leave  to  visit  their  friends  in  the 
city,  one  day  in  every  three  months,  and  to  receive 
visits  at  the  College,  on  stated  days,  four  times  a  year. 
Meritorious  pupils  are  rewarded  with  a  few  holidays, 
at  Christmas  and  Easter,  and  at  the  discretion  of  the 
President,  two  weeks  vacation  in  July  or  August,  pro¬ 
vided  that  they  be  sent  to  the  country  for  that  length 
of  time. 

The  Board  believe  that  the  social  intercourse  which 
these  visits  permit,  is  necessary  to  preserve  in  the 
orphans  affection  for  their  kindred,  and  that  with  few 
exceptions,  it  increases  their  cheerfulness  and  content¬ 
ment.  They  look  forward  to  their  visiting  days  with 
more  pleasure  than  to  any  other  rewards,  and  most  of 
them  are  careful  to  avoid  such  misconduct  as  might 
forfeit  their  privilege.  The  holidays  thus  become  a 
powerful  incentive  to  good  behavior. 
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INSTRUCTION. 

The  pupils  are  divided  into  sixteen  classes,  averaging 
about  thirty  in  a  class.  In  the  lower  classes,  the 
number  is  above  the  average,  and  in  the  higher,  below 
it.  This  is  caused  by  differences  of  intellect.  Scholars 
who  learn  with  facility  outstrip  their  less  gifted  com¬ 
rades,  and  leave  them  on  lower  grades.  Thus  in  all 
schools  and  colleges  the  classes  decrease  in  numbers 
as  they  advance  in  knowledge. 

The  classes  are  grouped  into  larger  divisions,  called 
Forms.  In  the  first,  or  lowest  form,  there  arc  four 
classes  and  four  teachers,  constituting  the  primary  de¬ 
partment.  The  branches  taught  are  Reading,  Spelling 
and  the  rudiments  of  Geography  and  Arithmetic. 
When  new  pupils  are  admitted  to  the  College,  they 
are  assigned  to  such  classes  as  they  are  qualified  to 
enter.  If  they  arc  unable  to  read,  they  are  placed  in 
the  lowest  class,  and  their  regular  course  of  instruc¬ 
tion  in  this  form  occupies  two’  years. 

The  second  form  corresponds  very  nearly  to  the 
grammar  schools  in  our  city  system  of  public  instruc¬ 
tion.  It  has  five  classes  and  five  teachers.  The  course 
of  study  occupies  two  years  and  a  half,  and  includes 
reading,  writing,  spelling  by  dictation,  defining, 
arithmetic,  grammar,  geography  and  history.  Pupils 
who  are  capable  of  rapid  advancement,  t  sometimes 
accomplish  this  course  in  two  years,  while  the  dilatory 
require  three  years  or  more  for  the  same  wprk. 

The  third  form  is  the  Academical  department,  and 
corresponds  to  the  High  School.  It  includes  seven 
classes,  with  two  teachers  and  five  professors.  The 
first  class  is  an  adjunct  to  the  second  form,  of  which 
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it  might  conveniently  form  a  part,  for  the  instruction 
in  the  various  branches  is  given,  as  in  that  form,  by 
one  and  the  same  teacher,  while  in  the  other  six 
classes,  every  teacher  gives  instruction  only  in  the 
branches  which  are  included  in  his  special  department. 
These  classes  change  rooms  and  instructors  every 
hour.  The  special  departments  of  study  are  :  1.  En¬ 
glish  branches,  continued.  2.  Mathematics,  including 
Algebra,  Geometry,  plane  and  spherical  Trigonometry, 
Surveying  and  Navigation.  3.  Latin,  French  and 
Spanish  languages.  4.  History,  Moral  Philosophy 
and  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.  5.  Chem¬ 
istry  and  Natural  Philosophy.  6.  Drawing,  Penman¬ 
ship  and  Book-Keeping.  The  course  of  study  in  this 
form  occupies  three  years  and  a  half. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  a  boy  of  fair  natural  ability, 
who  enters  the  lowest  class,  may  with  ordinary  dili¬ 
gence,  complete  the  prescribed  curriculum  in  eight 
years. 

The  classes  are  examined  semi-annually,  in  June 
and  December,  in  the  studies  of  the  preceding  half 
year,  and  the  result  of  every  pupil’s  examination  com¬ 
bined  with  his  monthly  average  for  scholarship,  deter¬ 
mines  the  question  of  his  promotion  to  a.  higher  class. 
At  the  close  of  the  year,  the  average  of  the  two  terms, 
on  a  scale  from  0  to  10,  represents  the  standing  of  the 
pupil  in  scholarship,  and  is  printed  opposite  to  his 
name  on  the  annual  catalogue. 

The  highest  or  seventh  class  is  called  the  graduating 
class,  and  after  the  close  of  their  final  examination,  its 
members  are  required,  while  waiting  for  situations  as 
apprentices,  to  pursue  studies  for  which  they  may  have 
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special  aptitude,  or  engage  in  such  manual  labor  as 
may  be  assigned  to  them. 

Throughout  the  entire  course,  instruction  in  Vocal 
Music  is  given  to  all  the  pupils,  and  it  is  proposed 
during  the  present  year,  to  engage  a  Teacher  of  Instru¬ 
mental  Music,  and  organize  a  College  Band. 

Moral  and  religious  instruction  is  given  on  all  suit¬ 
able  occasions,  both  in  the  schools  and  section-rooms, 
with  daily  readings  in  the  Bible  and  Scripture  lessons 
on  Sundays.  The  officers  and  pupils  attend  worship 
daily,  in  the  Chapel,  before  the  opening  of  the  schools 
and  after  their  close.  The  exercises  are  singing,  read¬ 
ing  the  Scriptures  and  prayer.  On  Sundays,  religious 
instruction  is  given  by  lectures  or  addresses,  delivered 
by  laymen,  morning  and  afternoon,  in  addition  to  the 
usual  daily  worship. 


DISCIPLINE. 

Where  so  great  a  number  of  boys  are  congregated, 
many  of  whom,  previous  to  their  admission  to  the  Col¬ 
lege,  had  been  subjected  to  influences  unfavorable  to 
good  conduct,  strict  discipline  is  indispensable  to  suc¬ 
cess.  Without  this,  the  learning  of  the  teachers,  and 
their  skill  in  imparting  knowledge,  would  be  of  little 
avail,  and  life  in  the  institution  would  soon  become 
intolerable  both  to  officers  and  pupils.  But  while 
prompt  and  unquestioning  obedience  is  the  irreversible 
law,  it  is  our  aim  to  temper  severity  with  mercy,  to 
unite  tenderness  with  firmness,  and  to  find  the  happy 
mean  between  excessive  rigor  and  the  prevailing  laxity 
of  family  government.  He  who  can  command  respect 
by  innate  moral  force  of  character,  will  secure  obe¬ 
dience  by  a  just  and  moderate  exercise  of  authority. 
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Sympathy  and  love  are  the  keys  to  unlock  the  secret 
stores  of  affection  in  childhood  which  are  closed  to  the 
hard  and  unfeeling.  While  we  endeavor  to  encourage 
right-doing  by  rewards,  and  to  restrain  wrong-doing 
by  penalties,  it  is  the  duty  of  our  ollicers  to  discrimi¬ 
nate  between  the  natural  temperaments  and  dispositions 
of  the  orphans,  which  differ.no  less  than  their  counte¬ 
nances,  so  that  the  delicate  and  sensitive  may  not  be 
thoughtlessly  wounded,  nor  the  rude  and  boisterous 
permitted  to  run  riot.  A  word  of  reproof  will  have 
more  effect  upon  the  former  than  personal  chastisement 
upon  the  latter. 

To  promote  industry  and  application  to  study,  all 
pupils  whose  average  for  any  month  is  above  nine,  on 
a  scale  from  0  to  10,  are  distinguished  by  one  or  more 
stars,  and  are  entitled  to  some  extra  indulgence,  such 
as  a  visit  to  some  public  institution,  or  to  their  friends 
on  Saturday  afternoon.  The  names  of  pupils  whose 
average  for  the  whole  year  is  above  nine,  are  printed 
in  a  separate  list  on  the  catalogue  as  “star  scholars.” 
Premiums  of  books  and  other  articles  of  value  are 
awarded  at  the  close  of  each  year  for  diligence  in  study, 
and  good  conduct.  One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  pre¬ 
miums  were  awarded  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem¬ 
ber  last. 

Another  reward  for  good  conduct  is  enrolment  in 
classes  of  honor.  AH  who  receive  not  more  thau  five 
demerit  marks  in  any  month  are  placed  in  the  third  or 
highest  class  of  honor,  for  the  month  following;  all 
.who  receive  not  more  than  ten,  in  the  second  class; 
and  all  who  receive  not  more  than  fifteen,  in  the  first 
class.  The  boys  of  the  first  grade  are  entitled  to  one 
reward,  those  in  the  second  to  two,  and  those  in  the 
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third  to  three.  As  many  as  maintain  their  position  in 
classes  of  honor  for  six  months,  are  entitled  to  have 
their  names  inserted  in  frames  which  are  suspended  in 
the  chapel  during;  the  six  months  following.  The 
names  of  those  who  hold  their  positions  for  a  year,  are 
printed  in  the  catalogue  under  the  head  of  “classes  of 
honor.” 

While  these  honors  and  rewards  are  powerful  stimu¬ 
lants  to  aspiring  and  generous  minds,  they  appear  to 
have  little  influence  on  those  of  an  opposite  character. 
When  the  animal  propensities  and  passions  are  stronger 
than  the  intellectual  and  moral  powers,  it  becomes 
necessary  to  adopt  methods  of  restraint  and  coercion, 
which  address  themselves  to  the  lower  principles  of 
human  nature.  Hence  arises  the  use  of  penalties. 
These  are  of  various  kinds,  suited  to  the  age  and  dis¬ 
position  of  the  offender,  and  to  the  frequency  and 
aggravation  of  his  offences.  They  are  marks  of  de¬ 
merit,  admonition,  reproof,  detention  in  hours  of  re¬ 
creation,  change  of  diet,  deprivation  of  privileges,  and 
when  these  fail  to  reclaim  the  disorderly  and  vicious, 
corporal  punishment  may  be  inflicted  by  order  of  the 
President,  and  in  his  presence.  Confinement  in  seclu¬ 
ded  rooms,  although  permitted  in  certain  cases,  has 
not  been  resorted  to  during  the  past  year.  If  the  con¬ 
duct  of  a  boy  is  such  that  he  becomes  an  unfit  com¬ 
panion  for  the  rest  of  the  orphans,  and  all  means  of 
correction  fail,  he  is  removed  from  the  College  by  a 
resolution  of  the  Board,  after  an  examination  of  his 
case  by  the  Committee  on  Discipline,  in  the  presence 
of  his  Mother  or  next  friend.  Eighteen  cases  of  this 
kind  have  occurred  during  the  past  year,  three  of  which 
were  for  offences  committed  in  October  of  the  prece¬ 
ding  year. 
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MANUAL  LABOR. 

Boys  who  from  incapacity  or  indisposition  to  study, 
are  not  deriving  benefit  from  instruction  in  the  schools, 
are  transferred  to  the  working  class,  at  the  age  of 
fifteen  years. 

After  the  completion  of  the  prescribed  course  of 
study,  the  members  of  the  graduating  classes,  may  con¬ 
tinue  the  study  of  those  branches  in  which  they  have 
previously  excelled,  until  they  go  out  to  trades,  or  they 
may  be  placed  in  the  working  class,  to  learn  something 
of  tools  and  handicraft. 

The  working  class,  at  the  present  time,  numbers 
thirty  boys,  part  of  whom  work  with  the  carpenter, 
part  with  the  gardener,  and  the  remainder,  when  they 
are  not  employed  as  monitors  or  in  other  special 
duties,  are  engaged  in  the  manufacture  and  repair  of 
shoes.  The  working  boys  take  recreation  with  the 
others  after  the  close  of  the  schools,  and  remain  with 
their  sections  in  the  evening,  where  they  have  facilities 
for  reading  and  writing. 

In  consequence  of  the  increasing  difficulty  of  finding 
employers  who  will  take  boys  under  indentures,  the 
working  class  has  become  too  large  for  our  existing 
facilities  for  manual  labor,  and  it  will  soon  become 
necessary  to  enlarge  them,  by  introducing  a  greater 
variety  of  handicrafts. 

It  is  indeed  worthy  of  consideration,  whether  all 
the  pupils  who  are  over  fifteen  years  of  age,  should 
not  be  required  to  work  at  some  manual  labor  during 
a  part  of  every  day.  The  hands  need  to  be  educated 
as  well  as  the  head,  and  if  a  boy  is  permitted  to  reach 
the  age  of  eighteen,  without  training  bis  limbs  to  work, 
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he  becomes  unwilling  to  engage  in  mechanical  occupa¬ 
tion,  and  seeks  employments  which,  as  he  erroneously 
believes,  are  more  respectable,  because  the  labor  in 
them  is  easier  and  more  cleanly.  But  he  soon  dis¬ 
covers  that  these  occupations  are  over-crowded  and 
poorly  paid. 

To  carry  out  this  plan,  a  large  sum  of  money  will  be 
required  for  shops,  tools,  superintendents  and  mate¬ 
rials  ;  and  it  cannot  be  expected  that  the  department 
will  ever  be  self-supporting.  But  the  outlay  will  be 
amply  repaid  if  our  pupils  are  made  more  valuable  as 
apprentices,  and  the  demand  for  them  thereby  in¬ 
creased.  The  College  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  orphans ; 
not  the  orphans  for  the  benefit  of  the  College. 

DISCHARGE. 

Orphans  are  discharged  from  the  College  by  binding 
them  out,  by  cancelling  their  indentures,  or  by  dismis¬ 
sion  for  vicious  conduct.  By  the  Will  of  Mr.  Girard, 
they  are  to  be  bound  out  between  fourteen  and  eighteen 
years  of  age.  It  is  rare,  however,  to  bind  a  boy  before 
the  age  of  fifteen,  and  the  greatest  number  are  bound 
between  sixteen  and  seventeen.  After  a  boy  passes 
the  age  of  seventeen,  it  is  difficult  to  place  him,  on 
account  of  the  limited  time  be  will  have  to  serve  after 
his  labor  shall  have  become  profitable  to  his  master. 

Applications  for  apprentices  are  made  to  the  Super¬ 
intendent  of  Binding  Out,  stating  the  name,  residence 
and  occupation  of  the  applicant,  and  giving  references 
or  testimonials  as  to  his  character  and  fitness  to  take 
charge  of  an  orphan  and  teach  him  a  trade.  If  a 
suitable  boy  consents  to  go,  he  is  sent  on  trial  for  one 
month,  and  if  his  trial  be  satisfactory,  he  is  then  in- 
c 
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dentured  till  tbe  age  of  twenty-one,  and  receives  from 
the  College  an  outfit  of  clothing  of  the  value  of  fifty 
dollars.  Tbe  master  contracts  to  supply  him  with 
food,  clothing,  lodging  and  instruction  in  his  art  or 
trade,  and  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  to  give  him  two 
suits  of  clothing,  one  of  which  shall  be  new. 

The  number  indentured  during  the  past  year  was 
forty-two.  Frequent  applications  have  been  received 
from  persons  residing  in  Delaware,  New  Jersey  and 
Maryland,  but  we  are  not  permitted  by  law  to  send 
pupils  of  the  College  out  of  Pennsylvania.  This  pro¬ 
hibition  seems  to  be  unnecessary  and  unwise. 

When  the  next  friend  of  an  orphan  becomes  able 
by  a  change  of  circumstances  to  support  and  educate 
him,  application  may  be  made  to  the  Board  for  the 
cancellation  of  his  indentures  to  the  City.  If  the  pe¬ 
tition  be  granted,  the  orphan  is  withdrawn  from  the 
College.  The  same  may  be  done  when  the  orphan 
desires  to  learn  a  trade  in  another  State,  and  his  next 
friend  consents  to  withdraw  him.  The  indentures  ot 
seven  orphans  were  cancelled  during  the  past  year,  one 
of  whom  went  to  California,  one  to  Indiana,  one  to 
New  Jersey,  one  to  Delaware,  and  three  remained  in 
Pennsylvania. 

When  orphaps  are  so  vicious  and  disorderly  that 
their  inlluencc  is  dangerous  to  the  morals  of  their 
companions,  they  may  be  dismissed  in  the  manner 
above  described.  Eighteen  were  dismissed  during  the 
past  year. 

Although  forty-two  boys  have  been  bound  during 
the  past  year,  the  number  who  are  waiting  for  places 
is  constantly  increasing.  This  does  not  arise  from 
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any  deficiency  in  the  demand  for  boys,  but  from  an 
unwillingness  on  the  part  of  employers  to  take  them 
under  indentures.  We  have  now  on  hand  forty  boys 
who  are  ready  and  anxious  to  go  out  to  trades,  some 
of  whom  are  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  many  over 
seventeen. 

The  question,  what  shall  be  done  with  these  boys, 
is  one  of  great  importance,  and  its  solution  cannot  be 
postponed  much  longer.  The  apprenticeship  system, 
as  it  existed  in  Mr.  Girard’s  time,  is  almost  obsolete; 
and  the  execution  of  that  part  of  his  Will  which  re¬ 
quires  that  the  orphan  shall  be  bound  out  to  trades, 
between  the  ages  of  fourteen  and  eighteen,  has  become 
somewhat  difficult.  If  legislation  is  necessary  to 
enable  the  Board  to  dispose  of  those  who  are  old 
enough  to  learn  trades,  by  some  other  method  than 
indentures,  or  if  the  Courts  of  Law  or  Equity  have 
jurisdiction  in  the  case,  it  is  our  opinion  that  the  in¬ 
terposition  of  the  Legislature  or  the  Courts  should  be 
invoked  without  delay. 

Ten  of  those  who  are  waiting  for  situations,  are 
pursuing  special  studies,  and  thirty  are  employed  in 
manual  labor.  However  diligently  they  may  study  or 
work,  we  submit  that  their  time  would  be  occupied 
more  profitably  to  themselves,  in  learning  occupations 
by  which  they  may  hereafter  earn  a  livelihood.  We 
may  also  add,  that  those  who  are  eighteen  years  old 
and  upwards,  are  occupying  the  places  and  receiving 
the  maintenance  to  which  applicants  for  admission  are 
of  right  entitled. 

REPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

Since  our  last  report  the  roofs  of  the  buildings,  most 
of  which  were  in  a  leaky  condition,  have  been  re- 
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paired  ;  new  floors  laid  in  three  lavatories  and  one 
bath  room  ;  the  interior  wood  work  of  the  main  build¬ 
ing,  four  dwellings,  infirmary  and  steward’s  house 
painted ;  the  flues  and  chimney  of  the  conservatory 
renewed ;  new  fences  made  around  part  of  the  play¬ 
ground  and  the  lawn  at  the  steward’s  house  ;  the  de¬ 
fective  parts  of  the  brick  pavements  relaid ;  the  fur¬ 
naces  overhauled  and  repaired ;  two  new  cooking 
ranges,  two  furnaces  and  one  oven  built ;  the  gas  fix¬ 
tures  and  water  pipes  put  in  order ;  and  a  room  fitted 
up  for  instruction  in  drawing,  on  the  lower  floor  of  the 
main  building.  In  addition  to  these,  a  great  number 
of  small  repairs  and  jobs  have  kept  the  carpenter,  and 
the  boys  who  assist  him,  constantly  employed. 

A  new  out  building  for  the  convenience  of  the  pupils 
is  very  much  wanted ;  and  the  old  shed  contiguous  to 
the  barn,  which  is  used  to  shelter  the  wagons  and 
other  vehicles  from  the  weather,  should  be  repaired  or 
rebuilt.  In  its  present  dilapidated  condition  it  is  an 
unsightly  object,  not  in  keeping  with  its  surroundings. 

The  inadequate  size  and  imperfect  ventilation  of 
the  Chapel  were  referred  to  in  our  last  report,  and 
the  attention  of  Councils  was  invited  to  the  necessity 
of  erecting,  at  no  distant  day,  a  new  building  for  the 
daily  and  Sunday  worship  of  God,  and  for  anniversa¬ 
ries  and  other  public  meetings.  It  is  hoped  and  be¬ 
lieved  that  the  revenues  at  your  disposal  will  enable 
us  hereafter  to  admit  a  greater  number  of  orphans  than 
we  have  at  present,  and  it  will  therefore  be  the  part  of 
a  wise  foresight  to  adapt  the  dimensions  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  chapel  to  the  future  as  well  as  the  present  wants 
of  the  Institution.  It  should  be  large  enough  to  seat 
twelve  hundred  persons. 
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Furthermore,  we  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the 
lower  story  of  the  proposed  building  be  constructed 
for  a  refectory,  easily  accessible  from  a  kitchen,  pan- 
tries  and  store  rooms  in  a  contiguous  back  building, 
and  of  sufficient  capacity  to  seat  at  table  not  less  than 
six  hundred  pupils. 

The  new  building  would  enable  us  to  divide  the  old 
chapel  into  two  school  rooms,  the  large  basement  dining 
into  two  section  rooms,  to  convert  the  other  dining 
rooms  into  dormitories,  and  to  increase  the  number 
of  pupils  to  six  hundred,  without  crowding  or  dis¬ 
comfort. 

We  commend  the  foregoing  proposition  to  the  favor¬ 
able  consideration  of  Councils,  and  suggest  action 
thereon  whenever  the  income  of  the  Girard  Estate 
shall  justify  the  large  expenditure  which  the  proposed 
improvement  will  require. 

In  conclusion,  permit  us  to  say  that  it  has  been  our 
aim  in  this  report,  to  present  to  your  Honorable 
Bodies  a  plain  statement  of  the  operations  and  wants 
of  the  Institution,  whose  management  you  have  done 
us  the  honor  to  confide  to  us,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
answer  the  inquiries  which  are  most  frequently  made 
by  intelligent  visitors  to  the  College,  and  by  corres¬ 
pondents.  We  have  assumed- that  these  inquiries  are 
an  index  to  the  kind  of  information  which  the  public 
desire  to  possess,  in  regard  to  the  internal  administra¬ 
tion  of  this  important  trust. 

In  the  measures  which  we  have  adopted,  we  have 
looked  with  a  single  eye  to  the  usefulness  of  the  College, 
and  to  the  present  and  future  welfare  of  the  orphans 
committed  to  our  care ;  and  while  we  have  the  approval 
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of  our  own  consciences,  we  appeal  with  confidence  to 
the  verdict  of  enlightened  public  opinion,  and  to  the 
manhood  of  these  orphans  to  vindicate  our  action. 

A  statement  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  and 
a  catalogue  of  the  officers,  pupils  and  apprentices  are 
appended.
